Japan issurroynded by seas on every side, and 
itis absoluicly necessary for her, to provide 
vessels’ both for her commerce ‘and defence, 
The existence of the Mitsu Bishi Co. and the re. 
cent formation’ of the Union Shipping Co.- will 
undoubtedly facilitate transportation over the, ine 
land and fortign seas. So far, our Government 
have taken measures to protect the Empire by 
increasing the Navy with men-of-war purchased 
or contracted for abroad. Yet, when we'sec” by 
what. means the number of our’ ships 
has been, increased, we cannot. help but 
fecl_ sorry that ‘most ‘of them have “been 
purchased in’ foreign countrics and not 
constructed in” Japan. It is true that the 
vessels of the present day diffor in construction 
from those of the olden time, in so far as strength 
and the conplleated manner of building them 
are concerned. ‘ The ships .of to-day look like 
strong castks provided with wings by which 
they are cnabled to fly across; the ‘occan ‘at 
pleasure, One of the most remarkable features, 
of Japan is that the progress of civilization has 
been so rapid, that the art of ship-building has 
lorpeaved wonderfully during the last few years, 
and those ships constructed in the first year of 
Meiji-(1868)are entirely out of date now, “Aswe, 
however, areinfcriorto Europeans in this art, we 
cannot yet compete with them.
